Among other arguments he assured them 
that they must be the sufferers, if they 
should grieve their public teachers. If 
in consequence of iil treatment, the watch- 
men had to perform their duties with 
grief, the church must not expect to be 
benefitted, their labors would be unprofit-

1. Specify some of the ways in which 
churches may grieve their spiritual watch- 
men, and, 

Il. Present motives to induce the 
churches to discharge the duties which 
they owe to their pastors. 

The ways in which the churches may 
render the duty of watching grievous are 
various. Only afew of them will be 
mentioned. 

1. A church grievea their pastor when 
they decline obedience to his spiritual au- 
thority. [tis not necessary, nor are we 
competent, to mark the exact boundaries 
of that government with which pastors 
are invested. ‘We may be sure, howev- 
er, that they are not eatrusted with the 
civil sword, to touch the persons or the 
property of their hearers ; nor have they 
any ecclesiastical power to fabricate their 
own favorite creeds to be imposed on 
their flocks. They bave no dominion 
over their faith, nor have they any right 
to lord it over God’s heritage. We wish 
to have the churches maintain a scriptur- 
il watch against ail encroachment upon 
their liberties. But still we maintain, 
that in certain cases they have a delega- 
ted power to rule, and that in all such ca- 
ses it is the duty of the churches to obey. 

They are called rulers. ‘ Obey them 
that have the rule over you.” ‘* Who 
then is a faithful and wise servant, whom 
bis Lord has made ruler over his house- 
hold.’”’ They are called overseers.— 
Take heed to all the flock over which the 
Holy Ghost hath made you overseers.
